During his term in the Council Car- 
roll led the opposition’ to various 
measures proposed by the Board of 
Public Improvements. 

It was during his period of oppo-

that Carroll became known as the 
John J. Ingalls of the Council. 

Made Attacks on Mayor. 

His vitriolic attacks on the then

months, Fromme has said there are 
10 men in this band and that he al- 
ready knows six of them by name and 
that a representative of the Children’s 
Society is one of them. It is this phase 
of the case which Mr. Lindsay is par- 
ticularly interested in, and he wishes 
Fromme either to produce his evidence 
or hold his peace in future.

The House of Delegates has passed an 
S0-cent gas bill, introduced by Delegate 
Hussey, but under the terms of the 
charter of the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
it has the right until 1921 to charge as 
much as $1.2 for gas. The bill, if it 
becomes a law, according to well-in- 
formed lawyers, will be illegal. 

This is the only step the House has 
taken to redeem its pledges for the reg- 
ulation of public service charges, al- 
though several bills providing for the 
creation of a public service commission 
have been pending for Several months. 

These bills are now in the hands of the 
Legislative Committee, of which Dele- 
gate Langdale, also a member of the 
combine, is chairman.

While George C. Linde, ex-Councilman, is seem- 
ingly disposed to treat the episodes of the last 
few days in a jocular manner, it is to be noted 
that there is no justification for his levity.

I have been losing lately, and as many 
of my customers paid me off in checks 
which are perfectly good, but which I 
am unable to negotiate quickly, I think 
it best to retire until the 
situation clears.”’ 

Boles has operated a “big store’”’ all 
racing season. He has handled such 
big sums to a race and has been so 
uniformly successful that he is credited 
with winning $300,000. His specialty has 
been to “lay” the favorite. In every 
race, so the habitues of the ring say, 
he always ‘“‘stood to lose’’ on all favor- 
ites. His friends deny this and say 
that he tried to make as nearly a 
“‘round’’ book as possibie, which, in the 
parlance of the betting ring, means that 
he tried to have every horse backed in 
the race so that he would lose nothing, 
and would win a percentage of the 
money handled on the race. 

Boles has been suspected for some 
time by the turf authorities of having 
“dealt in dead ones.’’ He has heard 
these rumors and has always denied the 
stories implicaung him with fraudu- 
lent turf practices. 

The race which caused the association 
of Boles’ name with defeat of the favor- 
ite was the one in which Gold Lady, 


'an odds-on choice, was badly beaten at 


Belmont Park. In the race the filly 
was a legitimate favorite, as her form 
warranted it. Boles accepted many big 
bets on her and when Jockey Knapp 
rode her in listless style and she fin- 
ished last in a field of four horses, sus- 


picion grew against Boles and Knapp. | 


All the betting sheets used by Boles in 
every race in which Gold Lady has 
taken part recently were obtained yes- 
terday. By these mute evidences of 
betting transactions the stewards hope 
to find the guilty ones if there was any 
crooked work in connection with the 
race.

OFTEN REALIZE FORTUNES 
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The great stallion Sain is still at 


Barney Schreiber’s farm in St. ~wouis 
County, and no information will be 
given out as to whether or not the sale 
of the horse for $200,000 will eventually 
be made or not. The taia of the big 
price being offered by James R. 
Keene, however, has stirred up a lot 
of talk the country over, and turfmen 
everywhere are recalling horses which 
have been bought for next to nothing 
and sold for great sums. 

Many a herse bought for a song 
won thousands of dollars and many a 
one bought for a fortune has - proved 
worthless.

When the Panther’s full equipment of 
machinery is installed, which work it 
is expected will be completed a few days 
before the fleet is scheduled to sail 
from Hampton Roads, her force of first 
and second class machinists will be able 
to do almost any kind of repairs that 
may be needed by the ships of the 
squadron. Lieut. Edwin H. DeLaney 
has been assigned as engineer officer, 
to take charge of the repair work. He 
will have a working force of about 
seventy-five machinists and artisans of 
various grades.

None of His Descendants Has 
Exhibited Real Poetic 
Genius. 





LONDON, Nov. 5.—The approaching 
centenary of the late poet taureate, 
Lord Alfred Tennyson, calls to mind 
the curious fact that there is no girl 
bearer of the famous name, and this is 
the more curious, as both Lord Ten- 
nyson’s sons married and both had three 
children. The hope is often expressed 
that inthe third generation there will 
be some daughters, and that some 
among them will be given the names 
of their great-grandfather's famous 
heroines. 

The poet-peer was, however, singular- 
ly blest in his daughters-in-law. His 
elder son married the niece of one of 
Lord Alfred’s oldest 4nd most cherished 
spinster friends, the Miss Mary Boyle 
to whom Charles Dickenz also was so 
much attached, and his younger son 
wedded the eldest daughter of a fel- 
low poet, the late Locker Lampson. She 
is now Mrs. Augustine Birrell. 

Son a Writer and Statesman. 


The present Lord Tennyson 
worthily bears the great name, but, 
though his excellent biography of his 
illustrious father proves his right to 
fame as a writer, he has never shown 
any signs of having inherited the pa- 
ternal gift. This is the more strange 
inasmuch as that of late years he has 
grown to be almost startlingly like 
the author of “In Memoriam.” - The 
second Lord Tennyson is a - large, 
owerful man, with a forehead of 
hakspearean height and breadth; 
he does not, however, affect his 
father’s picturesque mode of dressing. 

The poet had.an intense and fiery 
loyalty to the throne, and perhaps the 
day of days in the present Lord Ten- 
hyson’'s life was that when as a boy 
he and his brother were received in 
special audience at Osborne by the 
venerable Queen, who, in acceding 
to the laureate’s request that he 
might present his children to her, had 
indeed conferred upon him a signal 
favor, for Queen Victoria seldom con- 
sented to receive quite young per- 
sons. 

Perhops the future Lord Tennyson 
then made a good impression on his 
sovereign, for in the last year of the 
Queen's reign he was made Governor 
and Commander-in-Chief of South 
Australia. 

Poet's Two Country Hemes, 


To most “persons the late Poet Lau- 
reate is associated with Farringford 
estate in the Isle of Wight, and many a 
fine description has been penned of the 
Grand Old Man of Victorian poetry, 
striding above the cliffs which overlook 
the Solent; but the Laureate had an- 
other country home to which he was 
fondly attached, A:dworth, near Hasle- 


mere, the beautiful house which was de- 
signed for him by his intimate friend, 
Sir James Knowles, who edits ‘‘The 
Nineteenth Century and After.’’ 

Lord and Lady Tennyson and their 
three sons are all devoted to the place, 
and spend there a good deal of time. 

The poet’s eldest grandson, Alfred 
wi ehedanrage, Pmace vey is the stepson of the 

resent cretary of State of Ireland.

Increased Consumption - Is 
Given as Reason for Cut- 


ting the Price. 





East St. Louis is to have $1 gags after 
March 1, 1#9. This announcement was 
made to a Pest-Dispatch reporter Tues- 
day by Manager C. H. Quackenbush of 
the East St. Louis Gaslight Co. The re- 
duction from the present price of $1.10 
will be gradually made in three ‘steps, 
the first of which will be taken Jan. 1 
908. 

On that date the company will begin 
charging $1.20 a thousand feet for gas, 
with 10 per cent off if payment is made 
prior to the tenth of the month. On 
March 1, 1908, the charge will be reduced 
to $1.15 for each 1000 feet, less 10 cents 
a thousand feet for early payment. This 
rate of $1.15 wil lapply for one year, 
when the rate will be given the fina cut 
to $1.10 a thousand feet with 10 cents 
off. 

The reductions about to be made 
come as the result of the request made 
by the City Council three months ago 
that Mayor Cook take the matter up 
with the gaslight company. The Mayor 
laid the city’s case before Manager 
Quackenbush and he made a trip to 
Philadelphia, the gas company’s head¢ 
quarters, where he received instruc- 
tions to make the reductions outlined. 
He returned Monday from his Eastern 
trip and had an interview Tuesday af- 
ternoon with Mayor Cook in which he 
made official announcement of his com- 
pany’s intention. 

At the time Mayor Cook took office 
clitizens of East St. Louis were paying 
$1.40 for gas, less 20 cents per 1000 feet 
for prompt payment. The first reduc- 
tion was an allowance of % cents off 
for cash, making the price $1.15 a thou- 
sand feet. Subsequently the charge was 
made $1.3 a thousand feet, with 20 cents 
off, the net cost to users being $1.10. 
This price now prevails and the pro- 
posed reductions are the first to be 
made by the new company, which re- 
cently absorbed the East St. Louis 
Gaslight Co. 


East St. Louis is said to be the only 
city in Ilinois where anyone is given 
a rate of 70 cents per 1000 feet for gas. 
This price is now being paid by about 
15 of the largest gas-consuming con- 
cerns of the East Side city. It applies 
only to those who use more than 60,000 
feet or more a month and then only far 
the amount in excess of 60,000 feet. 

Intrease in the consumption of gas 
during the past year is given by the 
company officials as the reason for the 
forthcoming reductions.

Fred Bonnett, the Alton fisherman who 


j found the clothes of Joseph Alcock, who 


is supposed to have been murdered and 
buried in a sandbar near the Tilinocis 
glassworks, was closely questioned by 
policemen Tuesday. 

His statement that he saw a yourg 
man, whom he believes to have been Al- 
cock, embark in a motorboat at a place 
near his houseboat one night last July, 
and that the young man’ did not return, 
has deepened the mystery of. Alcock’s 
disappearance. 


A letter written by Aleeck to his fa- 
ther in Hull, England, and found with 
his ‘buried clothing, made mention of 
a motor boat owned by Alcock and 
his friend, Joe Anderson. No one along 
the Alton river front has know!ledge of 
such -a motor boat. Anderson is sup- 
posed to be at his home in England, 
where he returned in June. 

The policemen whom Bonnett first 
told of finding the buried clothes near 
his houseboat were in the neighborhood 
hunting for clews to a recent saloon 
robbery. They did not tell Bonnett what 
they were there for, though he .ques- 
tioned them eagerly. Finally, when 
they neared his houseboat, he told them 
about the buried clothing and showed 
them its place of burtal. 

No Body Found by Digging. 

Later, the policemen say, the depres- 
sion in the sand was found near the 
houseboat, and Monday a force of men 
dug 10 feet deep, in the belief that the 
place might be the young Englishman’s 
grave. No trace of a body was found. 

Alcock, who expected to receive $50,000 
as his share of an English estate next 
January, is now known to have been in 
Alton as late as July 18 last, rooming 
at the home of Mrs. Margaret Dele- 
hanty, Second and Cherry streets. She 
says that July 18 she asked him to give 
up his room because he was in arrears 
with his rent. When he was last seen 
by East Alton friends July 2, he was 
said to have had $160, 

He Read Many Novels. 

Alcock lost his position with the Biz 
Four Railroad in June. During most of 
his stay at her house, Mrs. Delehanty 
says, he smoked cigarettes and read. 
Nearly sixty novels were in the trunk 
which he left at Mrs. Delehanty’s. The 
trunk also contained winter clothing and 
a satylish-leoking parr of spats. 

Chief of Police Maxwell of Alton has 
instructed his men te keep a watch 
for members of the Maple Island gang, 
who spend a part of their time on 
the island of that name below Alton. 
The pelicemen were searching for evi- 
dence against this gang when they 
found the indications of the murder of 
Alceeck. The landing place of boats for 
the island is near the place where the 
clothes were found. 

There 1g a theory that Alcock may 
have Jeft Alton, intending to return or 
send back money for his landla-iy’s bill. 
He spoke to her of going to' Mattoon. 
This theory would not account for the 
burial of the clothes he wore wher she 
last saw him. There is another theory 
that he may have committed suicide be- 
cause of the effect of cigarette smoking 
and novel reading on his mind.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—G. iiaivaillir, a 
French inventor, who has completed 4 
remarkable contrivance in thé shape of 
an automobile, which he claims will 
travel with equal facility on land or 
water, has arrived her from Havre.
